“PORIT RS FROOKS about fifteen years 
‘ produced a separa- 
tion agreement. Agreements of sep- 
aration made hetween partics, althougn 
recognized. are sometimes open to at- 
tack. This is in cases where the pro- 
visions are inadequate. inequitauir. on- 
just, unconstionable. or where tu.° con- 
twact was improvidently entered into. 

A husband and wife have no right to 
inake a contract with éach other ab- 
solving the husband from the duty lo 
support his wife. Such a contract 
would be subject to inquiry by the 
court. Since the State considers itse:f 
@ party to the marriage contract, the 
State Is free to enter into agreemen's 
made between husbands and wi-.es, un- 
der certain circumstances. 

Aa agreement in which the husband 
2 ed to pay a specified sum to h.-s 
wife for the rest of her life was arsued 
in court. It appeared fro:n t.e° alrcum- 
stances that at the time cf me « the 
agreement the husband coulki r-~ met 
the financial requirements. Atter a pe- 
riod he could not do so. The wl’e iried 
to enforce her rights to hold her hus- 
band civilly liable for her support. 

A husband. by reason of his mar- 
riage, is duty bound to maintain and 
support his wife accordin © to his means 
His, Wife's personal, wealth does not re- 
lieve-him ,of any responsibility to sup- 
port, her. No matter what deeds are 
committed) by them. the marriage 
status exists. unless some definite step 
has been taken by either the husband 
or the wife. The marriage status is not 
effected_even if either party had de- 
seried the spouse for many, many years 


and nothing has been done. about it. 
Tire law assumes that since there is no 
repistration of a complaint the marital 
sta.us is not defective. Silence on the 
pers cf either husband or wife is a pre- 
sumpiion that the affairs in the fam- 
ily ar> ruaning smoothly. No person 
can tase the law for granted. 

Certain jrovisions in the law give 
the wife the right to change her situa- 
tion if her marital status is not wnat 
it should be. Her legal expenses are 
eorside-ed pert of necessaries and 
mast he inet by the husband. A wife 
may %:v foc 3. clothing, household and 
persona: supplies, besides having medi- 
cal services AJl this must be charged 
to the husband. The wife must use 
her husbanc’s credit to keep her hus- 
band liable. -If*:she purchases even 
the necessaries oxi her own credit be- 
lieving that, her husband has no 
money, it has been held in certain 
instances that she is responsible. 

A husband jis likewise responsible to 
his minor children. In separation or 
divorce the husband by law is com- 
pelled to support his children. The 
children and the wife contracting for 
necessaries, do so on the husband's 
credit. Wife and children are given 
the same consideration under the law. 
so long as the marriage relationsnip 
exists. When the marriage relation- 
ship ceases. the husband is still re- 
sponsible for the minor children. No 
father need support his step-children. 

The old coinmon-law right gave man 
the possession of a wife the same as 
if she were any chattel. He was re- 
sponsible for her Although women 
have more independence to-day, some 
of the fundamental laws are still in 
effect. The husband must give his 
wife his name, his protection, his un- 
dilited devotion, his support and his 
care. When he violates his agreement 
with tae State he is subjecting him- 
self to arrcst. to separation or divorce 
and the paymcnt of alimony or being 
Cepiived ef his children.
